Recalls Geary Case 


The similarity of the case to that of 


the famous Susan Geary crime in Bos- 
ton at once suggested Itself to the of- 
ficials investigating, but at a lato hour 
last night they had made little prog- 
ress toxvard unraveling the mystery.

cal changes made he conducted affairs 
In such a manner that the activity and 
vigilance of the department was up- 
held in a creditable manner. 


When 
the 
regular 
board 
was re- 


moved and the mayor named a boar<i 
in its stead, one of the first acts 
to remove Deputy Welch from acting 
as head of the department back to his 
position- and
